L AKEHURST. N.J., May 7 (TP).—Captain Ernst Lehmann, 
stocky little veteran master of Zeppelins, joined thirty- 
two other victima of the Hindenburg holocaust in death 
tonight, even aa United States Federal authoritiea aet out to 
establish if sabotage caused the fatal plunge of the great 
dirigible.

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Fur Trading History 
Recalled in Talk to 
Historical Society 


Sir Oiarlen Pier*, Bart., Telia About Rivalry Be¬ 
tween Hudaon’* Bay (Company and North Weal 
Company—Trading Poata Pictured 


T HE fascinating atory of fur trading in North America 
particularly through the agency of the two powerful cor¬ 
porations known at the Hudson's Bay Company and the 
North West Fur Company, was most entertainingly told at 
the well-attended meeting of the British Columbia Historical 
Society held last night at the Provincial Library, Parliament 
Buildings. 


The more formal pari of the 
narrative waa given by Sir Charles 
Piers. Bart. historian for the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Company exhibit la Van¬ 
couver. who gave an address on the 
early days of the overland fur trade 
Later Charles H. French, for many 
years fur trade commissioner of the 
Hudson s Bay Company, and chief 
feeler, showed a remarkable series 
of lantern si Idee prepared from old 
photographs and drawings of the 
old trading poets. Many of these 
illustrated his own associations in 
the service of the company, and O. 
8 McTavish, who also for many 
years wae In the service of the 
onmpany, supplemented this ma¬ 
terial by giving sons intimate 
remlnksoences of his experiences at 
some of the poets illustrated. 

KEEN RIVALRY 

Introduced by Dr T. A. Rickard, 
president of the society. 81r Charles 
Piers briefly sketched the early his¬ 
tory of the Hudsons Bay Company.

JAPAN’S “SOUTHWARD THRIST" 


I London Spectator’s commercial and polit¬ 
ical correspondents abroad are usually pretty well 
Informed and reliable. One of these. Mr. W. H. 
Chamberlin, writing from Formosa after a trip 
tn a number of South Pacific countries. Including 
the Philippines, Malaya. Slam and French Indo¬ 
china, states that everywhere in theae regions, 
save only In the last named country where a 
strict protectionist policy prevails, Japan's south¬ 
ward advance In the economic field Is very 
visible. 

ft appears that the South Seas countries form 
a growing market for Japans manufactured 
goods and are a storehouse of minerals, raw 
materials and foodstuffs which Japan needs and 
cannot get from Manrhukuo and North China. 
ID return for cotton and wool, Iron and gold, 
rubber and Un, oil, hemp and copra obtained 
from India and the countries of the South Paci¬ 
fic, Japan exports great and Increasing quanti¬ 
ties of cheap textiles, bicycles, rubber goods and 
other products of her factories. It Is stated that 
the share of Japan's foreign trade carried on 
with the 8outh Seas countries grew from 18.7 per 
cent, to 1829 to 28 4 per cent to 1934. 

The Japanese during their' forty-two years of 
role In Formosa have developed Its agricultural 
possibilities and are now turning to Industrial 
projects, but Formosa, though an Important field 
of Japanese trade and Investment In Its own 
right, also performs a further function as a 
natural base for trade with the South Sea. Jap¬ 
anese freighters bound for Hongkong. Singapore, 
Manila. Bangkok and Melbourne are to be seen 
at anchor to Formosan ports. 

Japan la now looking eagerly forward to the 
time, not many years hence, when the Philip¬ 
pines will become an Independent country, and 
la taking all necessary steps to effect a peaceful 
economic penetration of the Islands 
even under the Philippine tariff which favors 


One of the great problems of flying has been 
the formation of tee on aircraft. The Imperial 
Airways Is now testing ways of preventing this. 
It has fitted one of Its tour-engined express liners 
with apparatus designed to lay a film of ethylene¬ 
glycol on the exposed edges whenever the condi¬ 
tions of temperature and humidity make It likely 
that lee particle* would be deposited on these 
surfaces. In explaining what la being done, the 
aeronautical correspondent ol The London Times 
lays: 

'The main danger of lee deposits consists In the 
deformation of the lifting surfaces with conse¬ 
quent disturbances of the air-flow over them and 
the possible loss of lift. One method of dealing 
with the trouble has been to lit mechanical 
devices for. dislodging the lee: .all the effort* of 
Imperial Airways have been directed towards 
evolving a system for preventing the adhesion 
of the lee to the vital surfaces. The system which 
Is now to be tried has been developed by the Dun¬ 
lop Rubber Company. It consists of rubber tubes 
set along the exposed edges with holes In them 
to allow the ethylene-glycol to percolate pn to 
strips of gauze and leather at the leading edges 
of the wings and struts. The effect Is to present 
a film of liquid which has a very low freezing 
point and so to reduce the Ice particles to liquid 
as soon as they come into contact with It. Air 
Ministry testa have already shown that this fit¬ 
ting of false edges'does not lower the perform¬ 
ance of the aeroplane, and If the 'ant-lcer,' as It 
Is called. Justifies the claims that have been made 
for It, similar sets will probably be fitted in such 
other aircraft of the company as might benefit 
from It."

Granted 
that the tabulations of researchers, as put forth in 
multitudinous monographs, are properly regarded by 
the learned aa groupings and averagings which may 
or may not be applicable to any particular situation, 
yet these findings are not in any sense so tentatively 
esteemed by the great army of untrained mothers who 
anxiously read them.—Mary Everett, in The Forum, 
New York. 


FREE STATE'S CONSTITUTION 

Mr. de Valera’s new constitution for the Free 
State omits all mention of the King and Crown. 
If It la approved, there Is no longer to be a 
Governor-General, or Viceroy. Provision is made 
for a President to be elected by popular vote. The 
constitution has been so devised that Ulster can 
be Indnded without any alteration. It Is the 
hope of Mr. de Valera that when he next appeals 
for a popular mandate he can do so on the 
ground that the new constitution wipes out every 
semblance of British authority. The constitu¬ 
tion, however, cannot wipe out the Dominion 
statue which the Free 8tate enjoys. It remains a 
part of the British Umpire. Mr. de Valera recog¬ 
nizes this by Implication. He wants, however, 
to wipe out recognition of the King In Internal 
affalri while recognizing It in the external rela¬ 
tionships of the Free State. 

The altuatlon he has created is an andmalous 
one. No one outside the Free 8tate Is going to 
do anything about U. The test of the Free 
State’s position, so far as the rest of the Empire 
Is concerned, will come, and come only, when 
that Empire Is engaged In war. If the Irish Free 
8 tate Is determined to remaiirneutral, It will be 
faced by insuperable difficultles.

Under the heading of "Ends Don't 
Meet." The New York Times, which 
supported President Rooeevelt tor 
re-election last year, in a recent Is¬ 
sue quotes Wilkins Micawber's fa¬ 
mous advice to Copperfield, and re¬ 
minds the administration at Wash¬ 
ington that it has accumulated 
actual and expected deficits of ap¬ 
proximately fifteen billions of dol¬ 
lars since assuming office in the 
Spring of 1933. The same influ¬ 
ential Journal set oft against these 
facta a comparison with Great Bri¬ 
tain. where, in kpite of rearmament 
and a 1937 budget of more than four 
billion dollars, a surplus is looked 
for this year. By contrast, the cur¬ 
rent year's deficit in the United 
States has been placed by the New 
Deal administration itself at $.557,- 
000 000 Comparisons of different 
countries and different methods 
may not be entirely fair, but it Is 
worthy of note at least that Great 
Britain discovered several years ago 
that no nation could spend its way 
out of a depression on dollars that 
had to be taken from tomorrow. 
The plan of recovery In the United 
Kingdom was first the restoration 
of truly balanced budgets; then the 
stimulation of industry, and encour¬ 
agement of a world-wide trade 
Even the severe strain of a hurried 
rearmament programme did not 
unseat this policy, which Is proceed¬ 
ing with balanced budgets and sur¬ 
pluses a little on the right side of 
the ledger. It is worth noting, too. 
that tlie moat frequently used word 
In Washington circles now la that 
despised, obsolescent, old-fashioned 
and bitterly spurned little word 
"economy "

Historians, when they come toVz- 
amtne the decade between 1925 anifr 
1936. will, one feels convinced, de 
vote a special chapter to brain- 
trusters. For the most part, the 
brain-tru&ters were right good fel¬ 
lows. with hearts of gold and imagi¬ 
nations that could repeople the 
world with planter saints and nat¬ 
ural born oo-operators. Unfortu¬ 
nately. mankind, so far, haa been 
the least saint-like of all the warm 
blooded animals, and the species 
that knows least about co-opera- 
tlon (if. as and where co-operation 
stands for pulling together). It 
was the brain-trusters who had 
plans for the certain cure of all 
human evils; plans for the non¬ 
contributory security of every man. 
woman and child on the face of the 
globe; plans to push back the tides 
of the ocean; plans to make cotton 
dear, and com cheap; plans to sup¬ 
ply brains to the feeble-minded, 
and muscle to the anaemic; plans 
to number the hairs on man’s head, 
and give each little hair a bonus 
in the inverse ratio; plans, in short, 
to push water uphill and hold it 
there. Weil, it Is beginning to look 
as if water la running downhill 
once more, In accordance with the 
natural laws of this much-maligned 
universe. Give the brain-trusters 
credit for courage, but add that they 
failed completely to understand tha 
first element of good government, 
which to a knowledge of man hlm- 
self. Some of the brain storms cre¬ 
ated by the brain-trusters have not 
yet subsided. It may take the world 
a little time to clear Use If of men¬ 
tal whirlpools cyclones and tor¬ 
nadoes, which, to any Martian ob¬ 
server, might appear as "earth- 
spots, with a probable diameter of 
28.000 miles, and believed due to 
agitation on the crust of the planet 
Earth " When the storms lift, how¬ 
ever. we shall again know that two 
and two make four, that water runs 
downhill when permitted, and that 
the audience pays for white rabbits 
before the magician puts them into 
his top hat. At that. I would like 
to be an historian—it to a leisurely 
pursuit of news that took ten years 
more to ripen and become his¬ 
toric.
